8.0, 1301.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Inter-State 
Corporations Act, 1957 (30 of 1957), the Central Government, after consi^lting the 
Governments of the States of Punjab and Haryana and the Administrators of the 
Union territories of Himachal Pradesh and Chandigarh, hereby approves, with 
certain modiflcations, the Scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab relating 
to the reconstitution and reorganisation of the Council of Homoeopathic System 
of Medicine, Punjab, a corporation constituted under the Punjab Homoeopathic 
Practitioners Act, 1966 (Punjab Act 16 of 1965) and functioning in the States of 
Punjab and Haryana, the Union territory of Chandigarh and the territories trans¬ 
ferred to the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh under section 5 of the Punjab 
Reorganisation Act, 1960 (31 of 1966) and for the purpose of giving effect to the 
scheme so approved, the Central Government hereby make the following Order, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Council 
of Homoeopathic System of Medicine, Punjab (Reconstitution and Reorganisation) 
Order, 1969. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1969, 

2 Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,.— 

(a) “Act” means the Punjab Homoeopathic Practitioners Act, 1966 (Punjab 
Act 16 of 1965): 
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(b) “appointed day” means the date on which this Order comes into force; 

(c) “existing CouncU” means the Council of Homoeopathic System of Medi¬ 

cine, Punjab, constituted under the Act; which has been functioning 
and operating (before the appointed day in the States of Punjab and 
Haryana, the Union territory of Chandigarh and the transferred 
territory: 

(dl "transferred territory” means the terrlto^ transferred to the Union 
territory of Himachal Pradesh imder section 5 of the Punjab Reorgani¬ 
sation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966). 

3. Dissolution of the existing Council and constitution of separate Councils for 
the States of Punjab and Haryana, the Union territory of Chandigarh and the 
transferred territory. —As from ttie appointed day,—' 

(a) the existing Council shall stand dissolved, and the members thereof 

shall vacate their offices; and 

(b) there shall be constituted separate Councils under section 3 of the Act 

for each of the States of Punjab and Haryana, the Union territory of 
Chandigarh and the transferred territory. 

4. Adaptations and modifications In the Act. —As from the appointed day, the 
Act shall, until altered, repealed or amended by the competent Legislature, have, 
effect subject to the provisions of, and the adaptations and modifications directed 
by, the Schedule annexed hereto.

under the Act as from the appointed day for the State of Haryana; 

(e) “Himachal Board” means the Himachal Pradesh Bhoodan Yagna Board 

established under the Himachal Pradesh Bhoodan Yagna Act, 1954 
(Himachal Pradesh Act 2 of 1965); 

(f) “population ratio” in relation to the States of Punjab, Haryana and the 

Union territory of Himachal Pradesh means the ratio of 56 to 37 to 8, 
respectively; 

(g) “Punjab Board” means the Punjab Bhudan Yagna Board as established 

from the appointed day under paragraph 3(b) of this Order; 

fh) “successor Board” in relation to the existing Board means the Punjab 
Board, the Haryana Board and the Himachal Board; 

(1) “transferred territory” means the territory transferred to the Union 
territory of Himachal Pradesh on the 1st day of November, 1956 under 
section 6 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966); 
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(2; Words and expressions used herein and not defined In this Order but de¬ 
fined in the Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
Act. 

3. Dissolution ol the ex sting Board and establishment of separate Boards_ (1) 

As from the appointed day,— 

(a) the existing Board shall stand dissolved and the members thereof shall 

vacate their offices: 

(b) the Government of Punjab shall establish a Punjab Bhudan Yagna 

Board under the Act; 

(c) the Government of Haryana shall establish a Board which shall be 

called the Haryana Bhudan Yagna Board and shaU consist of the 
members specified in section 4 of the Act; 

(d) the Hirnachal Board shall exercise the powers and perform the func¬ 

tions of Bhudan Yagna Board for the transferred territory and shall 
be deemed to be the Board established under the Act for the said 
territory. 

(2) Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all land belonging to the 
existing Board, as from the appointed day,— 

(a) if situated within the— 

(1) State of Haryana, pass to the Haryana Board; 

(ii) transferred territory, pass to the Himachal Board; and 

(b) in any other case, continue to vest In the Punjab Board. 

4. Transfer and Distribution of assets and liabilities.—The assets and liabilities 
of the existing Board as on the appointed day shall be divided among the successor 
Boards, according to population ratio and shall be allocated as foUow.s;— 

(a) the balances held by the existing Board in cash. Bank and security 

deposits amounting to Bs. 471.03 shall be retained by the Punjab 
Board; 

(b) Himachal Pradesh’s share amounting to Rs. 158 05 Shall be paid by the 

Punjab Board In cash to Hhnachal Board; ^nd 

(c) all stores, articles and other goods belonging to the existing Board shall 

be divided between the Punjab Board and the Haryana Board as In¬ 
dicated in Part A of the F.irst Schedule and all liabilities of the exist¬ 
ing Board as indicated In Part B of the First Schedule hereto annexed 
shall be met by the Punjab Board. 


5 . Contracts.—Where, before the appointed day the existing Board has made any 
contract, the contract shaU be deemed to have been made— 

(a) If the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, ex¬ 

clusively relatable to the State of Haryana, by the Haryana Board; 

(b) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, exclusive¬ 

ly relatable to the transferred territory, by the Himachal Board; 

(c) in any other case, by the Punjab Board; 

and all rights or liabilities which have accrued, or may accrue, under any such 
contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been the rights or liabilities 
of the existing Board, be the rl^ts or liabilities of the Haryana Board, the 
Himachal Board and the Punjab Board, as the case may be. 


6, Legal proceedings.—Where immediately before the appointed day the existing 
Board is a party to any legal proceedings with respect to any property, rights or 
liabilities transferred to a successor Board under this Order, that successor Board 
shall be deemed to be substituted for the existing Board as a party to those pro 
ceedings, or added as a party thereto, as the case may be, and the proceedings 
continued accordingly. 


7 Division of records of the Board—(1) Copies of the agenda and minutes to¬ 
gether with the certified copies and proceedings of the existing Board shaU be sup¬ 
plied to the successor Boards by the Punjab Board. 


(21 On and from the appointed day, all the respective rights, asset® and 
liabilities which are transferred by virtue of this Order to the successor Boards 
shall stand statutorily transferred to the respective successor Boards without the 
necessity of executing any Deeds of transfer or assignment. 
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(3) A certificate signed by the Member Secretary of the existing Board or 
the Punjab Board against a proper receipt from the receiving authority that any 
particular item of assets and liablUtles stands transferred to the successor Board 
shall be conclusive evidence of such transfer or retention. 

8. Residuary provlslan.^—^Any matter not covered by any of the provisions of 
this Order shall be decided by the successor Boards concerned failing which, as 
the Central Government may, by order, direct. 

9. Adaptations and modifications in the Act.—As from the appointed day, the 
Act shall, until altered, repealed or amended by the competent Legislature, have 
effect subject to the provisions of, and the adaptations and modifications directed 
hy, the Second ^hedule hereto annexed.
